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Matthews convicted of first depee murder

BOISE — Sean Matthews was convicted oT 
(iraUiegrcc murder, Monday by a Fourth 
District Jury tor Ills part In the Ada County 
Jail beating of Christopher Petermon. ' 

Jurors deliberated over a threfrKlay period 
before finding Matthews, 17. guUty of klUing 
petermao last Memorial Day. Prosecutors 
said Matthews was the leader of a group of 
luveoUe inmates who burned, beat and kicked 
the victim to death In episodes of torture 
spanning 14 hours. 

Matthews looked downward as the verdict 
was read,' showing little enwtk)n when be 
learned jurors bad convicted him of the mosC 
serlouaol four possible charges. 

The youth, dressed neaUy in corduroy 
Blacks, was brought to the courtroom from the 
Ada County Jail shortly before the seven- 



woman, five-man Jury delivered its verdict 
after I6 hours of deliberations. 

Janice Peterman, mother of the victim, 
sobbed several times as Judge Gerald 
Schrooder asked eacb.Juror-lo.coofirm^the . 
decision. 

Although first-degree murder carries the 
death penalty, proaccuton have sakl they 
would not seek execution for the youth and 
Schroeder said Monday, be would not Impose 
suchasentciKe. 

He told Matthews be would sentence him at 
2 p.m. May 12, after assuring defense attorney 
Byron Johnson a pre^lence Investigation 
.report would be prepared and delivered two 
weeks before that date. 

Mrs. Peterman called the verdict fair, but 
noted that Matthewi is as young as her son 
was when tie was killed. 

"There's one thing to remember — he 
(Matthews) fs 17 years old. too." said Mrs. 



Peterman, who pertodlcally attended the 
two-week long proceeding. . 

She said she was not sure whether the 
n rsl-degree murder conviction vindicated her 
son's death, adding the trial had been a 
dirncullordealforherfamlly: - 

"It's been very difficult, but It was Impor- 
tant that somebody from Chris's family was 
there, and 1 wasslrongenough to be the one," 
she said. 

Matthews was the first to be tried In 
connection with the Peterman case, which 
received natibnvfldc attentton and prompted 
public criticism of the iuvenlle Justice system. 

He was one of five youths originally charged 
in the beatlng-dealh of Peterman, who had 
been Jailed for failure to pay $73 in traffic 
fines. 

One of the oUier defendants, Andy An- 
derson, faces a first-degree murder trial next 
month, while two others - Randall McKcown 



and Richard Engic - pleoded guilty to lesser 
charges. 

McKcown picndcd guilty lo secontlKluftrcc 
munler. Engie to assault with the Intent to 
^mrnit a serlousfelony. 

Pnmrutoradroppetl charges against a finh 
youth.,Joseph Krahn, for lack of evidence and 
hi exchange for his testimony at Mnlthc^ra' 
trial. 

In Jury instructions, Schroeder sold Mat- 
thews could be found guilty of first-dcgrcc or 
second^egrec murder, aggravated liattcry or 
manslaughter. 

Prosecutor Jay Rosenthal said there "was 
nothing very pleasurable" about successfully 
proving Matthews was guilty of the most 
serious of those options. 

"It's not a very happy event for anybody." 
he said. "At this point, there's no pleasure or 
displeasure. The Jury did its Job. I did my 
Job." 



Matthews took the Stand lajtt Friday to 
admit that he struck Peterman.two or three 
lio/en times, but with no intention to kill him. 

Under cross-cxamlnatlon, Matthews ad- 
mitted he was proud "at llrst" ot bis role in 
the kllling,-Bnd said he ''probably" bragged lo 
other inmates immediately after Peterman 
died. 

The defendant also admitted his ceUmates, 
McKcown and Anknon. asked him before 
they did anything during the beatings. 

Bcfor J the verdict was delivend, Schroeder ' 
a.<ikcd a courtroom full of attorneys and 
observers to refrain from "any demonstra- 
tions" even though the case was emotk»al. 

"This may be an emotional matter for some 
people," hesald.

WASHINGTON - President 
Reagan chose troubleshooter William 
Ruckelshaus to head the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency Monday. 

Reagan gave him the power to clean 
house. 

"He's the right man for the right job 
at the right time," Reagan said In 
announcing that Ruckelshaus. EPA's 
first administrator in 1970 and a key 
player in the Watergate scandal's 
"Saturday Ntgbt.Massacre".tO years 
ago, was returning to Washington. 

Ruckelshaus resigned as deputy 
attorney general In 1373 rather than 
carry out President Nixon's orders to 
rire Watergate special prosecutor 
Archibald Cox. 

Reagan's choice got enthusiastic 
bipartisan support fhim Congress, 
where EPA and Its leadership has 
been under siege for months from six 
congressional subcommittees. The 
nomination must be confirmed by the 
Senate.

Spring took the nation by storm 
Monday, spewing hoJl a foot or snow 
~'on' the Great ' Lakes region and 
churning up yet another winter storm 
In the West: Freezing rain and snow

least el^t people dead nationwide. 

Tornadoes swept southern Florida, 
inluring four people and inflicting 
heavy damage on at least five trailer 
parks. 

. In the West, a winter storm was 
developing over Nevada, spreading 
snow across the southern plateau and ' 

rain showers along the West Coast. 

As much 'as a fool'of new snow was 
expeCled by midday Tuesday in the 
Utah mountains, with 2 to 4 Inches In 
the lower areas. 



Flash flood watches were In effect 
in souUicm New England and New 
Jersey, scene of heavy weekend 
-rains.. - — - - — -- 

The National Weather Service said 
the storm was moving to New York 
State, glazing nwst of the state with 
freezing rain and snow. Up to 6 inches 
of snow was forecast. 

Thunderstorms rumbled IhitMjgh 
the mId-AUantIc states, with .74 In- 
ches falling on Wilmington. Del.. In 
less than an hour Monday morning. 

The Midwest, relatively unscathed 
by a mild winter, bore the brunt of 
firing's first full day as a cold wave 
swept out of Canada. 

Snow spread from the northern 
Great UKes , to Tenwissee. with 
freezing rain and sicel heralding the 
storm's passage to New York. 

Milwaukee was blanketed with 8 



Inches of. snow, with 6 to tO Inches 
smothering northern Illinois and 
northern Indiana and at least a foot 
_«)YCiing_ southern.. Michigan. The - 
heavy wet snow was whipped by 30 to 
40 mph winds. 

"If this Is spring give me winter," 
grumbled one commuter In Grand 
Rapids.

One 
snowmobilcr In Illinois was killed 
when he hit a fence wire as he turned 
Into a newly whitened field off a 
county road.

Weapons train clears Spokane 



SPOKANE. Wash. lUPI) - A 
slow-moving freight train believed to 
be hauling nuclear warheads for a 
Trident submarine chugged slowly 
Monday across the Rockies and into 
Washington's wbeallands. its passage 
marked by small trackslde protests. 

Twenty anti-nuclear protesters held 
hands and stood silently In a semi- 
circle as the white-palnted "death 
train" clacked through Spokane's 
Amtrak station at 5:18pjn. MST. 

"Let us pray that we won't always 
have to be on the edge of annihila- 
tion," said Joe Galfney-Brown. 
director of the Spokane Peace and 



. Justice Center, who urged protesters 
to "hold hands in silence as a sign of 
non-violence and peace." 

Two hours eariler. an estlntated 200 
people stood, held hands and sang. 
"We Shall Overcome" as the train — 
a dozen specially designed freight 
cars bracketed by turretcd security 
cars - rolled slowly through town. 

The train was believed to be head- 
ing for Bangor. Wash., the home base 
for the nation's newTridcnt missile 
submarine fleet. 

"I came to protest against nuclear 
bombs." said young Jason Cliier. 10, 
of Sar«lpolnt. "I don't think they 



- should be using them.l!_ 



Similar trackslde protests agalr;st 
nuclear warfare by handfuls of people 
occurred at Bonnere Ferry and 
Whitefish, Mont., after the train 
crossed tho Continental Divide during- 
thc morning. 

The train, pulled by two Burlington 
Northern engines, moved at about 35 
miles an hour In most places, but 
stopped repeatedly on .sidings along 
Its route through the mountainous 
country of western Montana and 
northern Idaho and the high wheat 
counlo' of eastern Washington.

The House-passed bill has no simi- 
lar provision, and leaders there op- 
pose any change In the withholding 
law.

Savings and loan Institutions and

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EPA's new director 
faces rebuilding job 

' TSe Reagan administration, moving rapidly to quell ~ 
growing uneasiness about political intrigue at the 
Environmental Protection Agency, has made a good 
clioice in selecting William Ruckelshaus to return to 
Washington to head the agency again. 

But the real question is how much clout Rucl(elshaus 
will have from the president. He must move quickly to 
dispel the spreading Impression that the EPA. under 
former administrator Anne Gorsuch Burford. was 
.distorted from its traditional role. 

The suspicion is growing that the administration 
wanted it that way. To restore confidence. 
Ruckelshaus now will have to take on some of the tough 
cases of waste dumping which have been languishing 
under Burford and company. How assertively he 
moves will say a lot about whether'he will be his own 
person, or someone else's. 

We agree-that- there have-been some excesses in 
— cnforcementbytheEPAiff the pastrAnd there is some^ 
-evidence that some standards might be relaxed a bit. 

But we do not therefore think the agency should be 
gutted or turned into a lap-dog for the various 
industries which have long thought they can bespoil the 
" • American landscape, air and water. If that's what Is 
meant by a "rational environmental policy." we're 
against It. 

The purpose of the agency Is to protect the 
environment, iiot to make it worse. Ruckelshaus will 
be busy enough keeping it on that course. To prove the 
EPA hasn't turned soft, he will have to make sure the 
polluters don't get off. 

If he has the loose rein from the president, we think 
he is equal to the task. As the EPA's first ad- 
ministrator in the Nixon administration, he 
established the agency as a responsible, assertive one, 
committed to protection of America's natural re- 
sources. 

He has been out of government lor a decade, mostly 
in private Industry, but we see no evidence that he has 
been turned Into a plunder and pillage advocate.

Down In Tennessee Uic state legislature came up 
with a bill that cbuld makc'suchan amendment ' 
unnecessary. Twenty years after the landmark 
Rngcl case, this whole lamentable controversy Is 
back in the news. 

This is the president's amendment : "Nothing in 
this Constitution shall bo construed to prohibit 
Individual or group prayer In public schools or other 
public institutions. No person shall be rc(]ulrcd tiy 
the United States or by any slate to participate In 
prayer." 

The elfect of such an amendment would be to 
overrule the Supreme Court's O-l decision of June 
I9(;2 In the Rngel cose. The case Involved a brief 
prayer composed by the New York Board of 
Regents. Under the New York law. the prayer was 
to be said aloud in every class at the beginning of 
every school day. Pupils who asked to be excused 
could be excused. 

Speaking for the court. Jusllcc Hugo Black found 
the law "wholly inconsistent" wllh the First 
Amendment's pmhlblllon of laws respecting an - 
establishment of rchgion. It is no part of the 
business orgovermnentrsaldBIackrto'composc 
official prayers to be recited as part of a religious 
,ix. . *t. program carried on tjygovemmenl.

I thought the Rngel cose was wisely and properly 
decided for all the reasons.spelled out In Black's 
opinion. To sanction even an innocuous official 
prayer is to invite the kindof religious dissension ' 
that ought to be avoided in a free society. Nothing in 
the Rngel decision and its progeny, contrary to the 
Implications In the president's proposed . 
amendment, ever has prohibited "individual" 
prayer in the schools.

If the courts ever should bold that law 
unconstitutional, the courts will contribute to the 
Impression that our courts are. in the polite word, 
nuts. Surely a "momentof silence" could not be 
Interpreted as an "official prayer" or a "religious 
exerelse" or as the Indoctrination of "religious 
beliefs," all of which were forbidden under the 
Rngel case. The Tennessee statute does not refer 
even to "meditation." Alt it requires is a moment of 
"silence." Rvery pupil would have to observe It. 

What could be wrong with that? The children who 
wanted to engage In silent prayer would be free to 
do so. Other children could concenlrale on the 
seven-limes table. The teacher could steel her 
nerves for the day ahead. The American Civil 
Liberties Union would be tiord put to show that 
silence violates anyone's civil liberties. 

Tennessec'fi approach may not satisfy the

The Justices, without explanation, turned aside 
her argument that the "media extravagajua ... 
beyond the vocabulary of exaggeration" denied her 
a fair trial. She also had claimed some evidence 
wu gained Improperly. 

Banner headlines and extensive news accounts 
laden with references to Mrs. Harris' tenure m 
: ticadnUstrcss at the exclusive Madeira School for 
Girls In Virginia described the shooting as the act of 
a woman scorned. 

In the Tamower case. New York state courts 
have consistently rejected Mrs. Harris' claims her 



trial was not fair, She Is serving 15 years to life at 
the Bedford Hills Corrtclional Facility in upstate 
New York.

EUGENE. Ore. (UPI) —Don Monson. whose 
built tbc Idaho Vandals into a regional basket- 
ball power, Monday accepted Ihe head coaching 
position at the University of Oregon, saying he 
relished the chance to coach In the Pac-10. 

Monson will be paid $52,000 on the first year of 
a four-year contract, UO Alhlellc Director Rick 
Bay said. 

Monson replaces Jim Haney. who quit after 
posting a 53-82 mark In five years at Eugene. 
Including only one win over arch-rival Oregon 
State University. Haney. wlw has another on his 
contract, has been paid $38,000 to $39,000 a 
season. He is entitled to 542,000 on the final year 
of his contract. 

Haney'3 Ducks the past season ended up In 
ninth place In the Pac-10, compiling an overall 
9-18 record for the second straight year. 

Bay said. "Don Monson was my first choice, 
the only coach who visited Eugene and the only 
coach I offered the Job, He Is a natural for the 
Job. 1 don't expect miracles, but he Is a heck of 



coach." 

Monsoa sald'&l a late Monday news center 
ence in Eugene. "I'm very, very elated. My wife 
and I were-very Impressed. The last time I was 
here was In 1954-55. 

"It wasn't an easy decision to leave the 
University of Idaho. My roots havebeen In that 
area. I've had a great foUowlng. CertalnlyJlhas. 
been a rewarding five years." 

Monson had a 100-41 record at Idaho, Includ- 
ing two Big Sky Conference crowns,'lwo NCM 
tournament appearances and several victories 
over Pac-10 schools, including Oregon and OSU. 

Monson said his second assistant at Idaho. 
Rob Snook, will come to Eugene' with him. He 
said his top assistant. Barry Collier. Is applying 
for his Job at Idaho and that If he_dpesin geUt, 
Collier also will come to Eugene. 

The Vandals finished 20^ and fourth In the Big 
Sky this year. Idaho lost lo OSU In the first 
round of the National Invitation Tournament. 

Bay said Monson's record "Is such that he can 



command Instant credibility with the Eugene 
community and Oregon basketball fans every- 
where." 

"He knows the Northwest and the Pac-10. so 
Ihe transition will be as easy as anyone could 
hope for," said Bay. "It's important to note he is 
the only person to whom we offered the Job." 
— iiWe_are.graUOed that_we-were.able.to_gct_a_ 
coach that met our basic criteria." Bay said, He 
called Monson "an outstanding human being 
with an extraordinary sense of values and a 
healthy perspective on collegiate athletics" 
whose "reputatton is Impeccable."

$200 million,

The study was released on Sunday.

41.68 cents. Hertz officials noted Detroit resi-
